food administration on or before Ju­ 
ly 25. Commission men, order buy­ 
ers, traders and speculators in live 
cattle, sheep, or goats, will alto be 
required to have licenses.

2,000,080 REFUGEES 
CHOCTAW GOVERNOR

(Bj the Associated Press) 
Paris, May 22.— F rance has moth, 
ered more than 2,000,000 refugees 
imposed upon her while she was en­ 
gaged in war, with the country un­ 
prepared to receive a helpless Tiass 
and with but 40,000,000 population. 
These 2,000,000 have been hand­ 
led a ith system. 
They have been 
distributed 
over 
France 
with 
as 
much foresight, as their ability to 
adjust themselves, as possible. 
Each 
department has now within its bor­ 
ders from 10,000 to 25,000 refugees. 
Wh«$j| a city is ordered evacuated by 
the military authorities, if possible 
trains are made up for the civil pop­ 
ulation. 
Groups are formed and the 
whole organized into convoys and 
their destination determined by the 
character of the refugees and the 
industrial necessities of the section 
of country to which they are sent. 
The whole is performed by the 
centralized French Government. The 
transfer of refugees from the war 
zone to a safe place where they can 
settle is conducted much as is the 
transfer of the army from one section 
to another. 
It is done with military 
precision so far as the exigencies of 
the situation will allow

The position of chief of the Choc­ 
taws, now held by Victor Locke, is 
declared vacant because Locke, who 
is now a member of the army, is ab­ 
sent and unable to look after the bus­ 
iness of the office. 
Some of the affairs of the Choc­ 
taws which require approval of their 
chiefs are being held up and delayed 
because They have no other chief to 
sign and approve deeds and other 
business transactions.

RAID PENS UP 21 
GERMAN DESTROYERS 
London, 
June 
20.—Twenty-one 
German destroyers, a large number 
of submarines and numerous auxil­ 
iary craft are penned in the Bruges 
canal docks as the result of the re­ 
cent British naval operations at Zee- 
brugge, the German submarine base 
on the Belgian coast. 
Thomas J. MasNamata, financial 
secretary of the admiralty, made an­ 
nouncement in the house of com­ 
mons to this effect today and said the 
operations were more successful than 
at first had been supposed. He add­ 
ed that the German craft were now 
the subject of constant bombing.

Indianapolis, Ind., June 20.—De­ 
claring in their platform that ‘'the 
immediate purpose of the Democratic 
party is to win the w ar/’ the Demo­ 
crats of Indiana in state convention 
here today, adopted a platform and 
listened to addresses by Vice Presi­ 
dent Thomas R.

Declaring that ‘‘the exigencies of 
the times call for the renomination 
and election in 1920 of Woodrow 
Wilson,” former Governor Ralston, 
permanent chairman of the conven­ 
tion, fired the delegates and audience 
with enthusiasm that brought them 
to their feet, waving flags and cheer­ 
ing. 
The demonstration lasted for 
several minutes. 
Support only the Democrats who 
is wholeheartedly behind the presi­ 
dent and the way he proposes to win 
the war, Vice President Marshall 
said. He made his plea for support 
of the administration at the close 
his address, saying that, while he 
wanted the Democrats th win the
